Tokio Reports From Japanese Right and
Left Armies Declare That They Have
Been Generally Successful,

Reported That Kuropatkin Is Aiming to Strike Simultaneously at
Two Points Widely Separated on Japanese Left—Russians
Admit Loss of 150 Killed and Wounded in
Hard Fight North of Benishu.

Kuropatkin's advance has been mel
with a counter advance of forces under
Oydma.  According to advicos receivs
od from Tokio, a general engagement
In In progress between Lino Yang and
Mykden, but reports from Russian
sources describe the fighting there as
merely In the nalure of an advance
guard action. Kuropatkin s report-
od to be alming to strike simultaneous~
Iy at two widely separated polnts on
the Japanese left, There has been
hard fghting a short distance north
of Benalhu, In which a Russian loss of
150 killed or wounded Is admitted. The
Japanese say they have' cut off the
Russian column south of the Tzaltze
river. No officlal reports from the
front had been recelved by the Russian
war office Inst night and that fact Ie
regarded In some qguarters as Indl=-
cating the non-success of Kuropatkin's
forward movement. Milltary authors
{ties, however, point out that owing
to the magintude of the movement
planned, It Is too early 1o expect news
of decislve results, ‘

STRUGGLE WAS UNDECISIVE.

Reports Recelved at Tokio From Beth
Japanese Armies, ?

Toklo, Oct. 12—Reports dispatched
last night from the scend of of the
battle which is raging along the ex-
tended front from the central point
north of Yental westward across the
rallrond southeast of Bensthu on the
Traltze river, say that the struggle
continued undecisively throughout the
day. " The Japanese commanders
avowed that thelr purpose was Lo con-
tinue the assault throughout the night
and the following day. The Russians
have a great force close to the Tmaltge
river. Apparently Oyama's attack |s
timed to Intercept a strong turning
movement threatening Lino Yang It-
self.

A report from the right army says:

“The enemy'n artillery opened a se-
vere Attack at 10 ¢'clock Tuesday at
Bensihu, He Is bombarding points be-
tween Ta Pass and Beogsihu. In the
dire®ion of Tumentzu Pass another ar-
tillery duel is progressing. Our detach-
ment, which was sent to the left bank
of the Taitze river, returned after
driving the enemy back. The enemy
is holding the line from Tumentzu Pass
to Bensihu and east of the rondway has
been successful In driving in the In-
fantry.

“The commander of the army Wwas
still keeping up the attack after dark.”

The lefl army reports:

“The advance affected by us today
is comparailvely favorable. We are
continuing the attack against the line
extending from Patchlapo to Luftun-
kow. The right column took pousea-
sion of Yang Cheuang and Is advanc-
ing toward ' Liuwenachiatsu, The left
column 18 menacing the right flank of
the enemy, holding Chapovitau and
Yuchiatientzu. Should the commander
be. unable to accomplish his purpose
bérore sandown he will continue the
altack during the night and the rollow-
Ing aay.”
